Monthly Meeting Minutes 
April 13th, 2016 
Don (KDOHN) opened the meeting with introductions at 7:00 pm with 17 people present 
including 3 guests; one of whom was Sam Anthony from Pittsfield who was present for testing. 
Good Luck Sam! Don inquired if there were any new proposals for membership. Hearing none, 
Don inquired if everyone read the minutes from the March 2016 meeting. Hearing no changes, 
he asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Ed (K9WAY) made a motion to approve, and it 
was seconded by Mel (KCOHYY). The motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s report for March 2016. Last month’s Ending Balance 
was $1,568.96. This month’s Ending Balance is $1,632.33, and the CD Balance is $1,321.98, 
making the Total Assets $2,994.31. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s report was made by Ed 
(KOWAY) and seconded by Luan (KAOWAY). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 
Fred (KBOWIL) reported that no one had reported any problems with either machine. 
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Unfinished Business: 

Don (KDOHHN) again updated the club about “Bike Across Missouri” that will start in St. 
Joseph on Sunday, June 12" and will finish at the Mark Twain Cave in Hannibal on Friday June 
17". Don said we are looking for about five or six operators to cover the county; possibly in 
Emden, Philadelphia, Palmyra, and the rest in Hannibal. We should be starting about 7:00am, 
but we will have staggered times for different locations. The event should be over by 7:00pm. 
Don (KDOHHN), Ed (KOWAY), and Luan (KA9WAY) attended the Severe Weather 
Conference on April 9" at the Kroc Center in Quincy. Ed reported that it was a very well 
organized event with interesting seminars and topics in break out groups. It was also noted that 
Don (KDOHHN) won a concrete storm shelter in a drawing and is now looking for someone 
with a backhoe! 


New Business: 

Last month, we discussed holding Field Day jointly with the Quincy radio club. Larry 
(WB2UFO) attended a Quincy meeting of which he is also a member, and reported the Quincy 
Club is also interested. We have done this in the past and alternated locations between Quincy 
and Hannibal. Both Clubs now are holding Field Day at indoor locations operating as 2F or 3F. 
Quincy was interested in coming to Hannibal this year and maybe again alternating in future 
years. Larry suggested forming a committee to coordinate details with the Quincy Club. 
Discussion followed concerning 3F and the types of stations we can keep on the air with the 
operators that we have available. Cliff (KOCA) made a motion to elect Larry (WB2UFO) as 
Field Day Committee Chairman to coordinate with the Quincy Club. The motion was seconded 
by Ed (K9OWAY), and the motion carried. Thanks Larry! Cliff mentioned the benefits of a joint 
event considering both Clubs were a little short on operators, and it’s a great opportunity to get 
acquainted with the Quincy members. Larry (WB2UFO) also mentioned the Twin Rivers Radio 
Club was interested in helping out on Field Day. 


Luan (KAOYWAY) inquired about the liability of the Club using the adjacent property for Field 
Day. Discussion followed concerning the possibility of liability insurance and who would be 
responsible in case of an accident. Don (KDOHHN) will talk to the Marion County Ambulance 
District about coverage and actual ownership of the property. 


Don asked for a motion set up a 3F event with Quincy. Ed (KOWAY) made the motion and it 
was seconded by Luan (KAOWAY). Cliff suggested amending the motion to allow the Field 
Day Committee to coordinate with the Quincy Club to set up details concerning the event and 
bring it back to the Club for approval. The motion carried. 


Larry (WB2UFO) encouraged everyone to join or renew their ARRL membership through the 
Club. We get to keep two dollars of every membership or renewal. 
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Cliff reported that for the last couple of years, ARRL has been promoting legislation in 
Congress for the Amateur Radio Parity Act. This would allow reasonable accommodations for 
antenna placement to operators living in areas that homeowner association may now prevent. 
The Missouri House of Representatives recently approved a similar bill at the state level. It then 
went to the Missouri State Senate and was first read last Monday. Cliff wrote to Sen. Brent 
Munzlinger who represents our area asking for his support. Sen. Munzlinger sent a prompt reply 
that he does support the legislation. Cliff suggested when it goes to committee, we write the 
Committee Chair stating our support of the bill. Cliff asked the Club to have the secretary email 
a thank you note to Sen. Munzlinger’s office thanking him for his support. A motion to do so 
was made by Ed (KO9WAY) and seconded by Steve (KDOUVU). The motion carried. 


Don said that Marion County Emergency Management started a program to set up emergency 
shelters in Hannibal. There are not enough tornado shelters in place. John Hark, the Emergency 
Management Coordinator contacted and made arrangements with local churches to provide 
emergency shelter when needed. The program is called “Tornado Shelter Alternatives”. So far, 
the program includes Prince Avenue Baptist Church, Park United Methodist Church, and 
Tabernacle of Praise. John would like to see if we could get volunteer operators with HT’s to go 
to these shelters when activated to communicate with the Weather Net. If interested, contact 
Don (KDOHHN) and he will coordinate with John to test communications at each site. 


Don made the Club aware that there are a lot of Amateur Radio Operators in the area that are 
not Club members. He would like to send out mailings and give out information about the Club 
to prospective new members at testing events. Don was also interested in the possibility of 
rejuvenating the school radio club at Hannibal Middle School. Discussion followed concerning 
methods, financing, and interest in amateur radio at that level.

HONDURAS, HR. Gerard, F2JD is QRV as HR5/F2JD from Copan until July13. Activity is 
on the HF bands using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL direct to F6AJA. 


OGASAWARA, JD1. Koji, JUMLET will be QRV as JDIBOI from Chichijima Island, IOTA 
AS-031, from April 26 to May 6. Activity will be on 80 to 6 meters using CW, SSB and 
RTTY. QSL to home call. 


ALAND ISLANDS, OHO. Hans, PAOVHA will be QRV as OHO/PAOVHA from April 25 to 
May 6. Activity will be on the HF bands. QSL to home call. 


TURKEY, TA. A number of operators will be QRV as TC2016EXPO and TX2016ANT from 
April 23 to October 30 during EXPO 2016 hosted in Antalya. QSL both calls via TA4ED. 


NORFOLK ISLAND, VK9N. Doug, VK4ADC will be QRV as VKONU from April 23 to May

Knox was a large department store 
chain, and their Hannibal store was located where the Salvation Army Thrift Store is 
today on Broadway. Knox was merged into the Woolworth chain in 1912.
